THE PROCEDURE POIKTS AHE 


WITHDRAWN. 


PittsburjT, July 16.—A tteaT-ry storm 


last night did great damage throughout 
this city and Allegheny. -Estimates 
made Croru reports coming from out- 
lying portions Indicate a. loss of nearly 
Si,000,000. 
All street car lines were 


stopped. At Forty-eighth street, water 
was' in the second story of the houses, 
caused by the bursting of a large sewer. 
Part o£ Allegheny cemetery wall" was 
washed away, and nearly two miles of 
the Citizens' Street railway wag torn up. 
Tons o£ earth and stones were washed 
on to the Fifth Avenue and Duquesne 
•Traction company's lines at Soho. The 
Rowers in Butchers' run and Woods' run 
In .Allegheny,"gave way, flooding those 
sections. No loss of life Is reported. 


Every house on the north aide of But- 


ler street, from Forty-eighth street east, 
was noodetl, many of them being en- 
tirely ruined. Quite a number of fam- 
ilies were rendered homeless in this dis- 
trict. 
The Immediate cause of 
the 


trouble at this point was the giving way 
of the Allegheny stone wall, which abuts 
the street. Just,Inside the wall, which 
is 10 feet high. Is the opening of'a large 
sewer, which drains what 
is 
called 


Cemetery Hun. The sower's mouth soon 
clogged with logs and rocks, 'and the 
water pourod over Its opening against 
the wall, soon undermining It. When 
the wall gave way the flood rushed 
down into the houses below, filling them 


a depth of four Jeet on the first floor. 


For a time the street, which forms a 
sort of valley, was a miniature lake. 
The loss at this point will be many thou- 
sands of dollars. The Citizens' Traction 
line for nearly two miles was under 
water tor a long time, and much of it Is 
ruined. 


In Allegheny, Perrysville avenue was 


flooded from one end to the other, un- 
dermining the new street railway, ren- 
dering It an almost total loss. Seven 
miles of sawmill run planlc road Is de- 
stroyed, the planks being carried away 
and the roadbed ruined. 
The water 


came running down-Madison avenue ami 
East streets, four £eet deep, when the 
sewer on Compromise street gave way. 


Mercury Took a Tumble. 


Cincinnati, July 16.—This city, Coving- 


ton and Newport had a storm o£ wind, 
rain and lightning of unusual severity' 
yesterday afternoon. The rain came In 
blinding sheets that overtaxed the 
sewers In the lower part of the city and 
flooded the streets.

Ou June J the Cigar Makers' union of 


Detroit celebrated the first anniversary 
of Iheii1 great strike aud entered with 
vim upon the second year of the strug- 
gle for 1hrir rights. From the Detroit 
Kows tho following history of this now 
famous contest is cundcnyed: 


The strike of the Detroit cigar makers 


has never been equaled in the history of 
Detroit or the Cigar Makers' union. It 
will bo memorable for the firmness on 
the part of the strikers not to again 
work at the bcnchoBof the shops vacated 
by them until their demand that the en- 
tire shops be unionized. 


It ia estimated that 1,800 people in 


Detroit arc in terestud in cigar making. 
Of this number 5GG persons were mem- 
bers of the Detroit union on Jan. 1. 
When the strike vrae declared, on Juno 
4, 1895, after it had been submitted to 
a referendum vote of the international 
union, 231 persons threw down their 
tools. Of this number SS were women. 
Since the inauguration of the strike but 
11 of these men and G of these women 
have returned to work in the boycotted 
chops. 


A large number of the strikers hnvo 


beinf; nothing and knowing nothing ! secured work in other cities and shops 


except what their mistresses want them 
•to know, kept them silent. Tho honving 
bosom, the tears kept back from redden- 
ing eyolids, have shown mowhatrefiued 
cruelty it is. 


Ladica actively engaged in great pub- 


lic charities somehow seem to look upon 
their own workwomen as beyond the 
pale of their consideration. Their needs 
ami capacities and feelings are utterly 
ignored. A girl came to her mistress 
recently quite sick and suffering from 


1 neuralgia and asked to be excused from 


work for tho day. It was inconvenient, 
and the lady refused and considered it 
a piece of presumptuous impudence that 
the girl should insist Had she bceii told 
o£ such a caso as occurring to some one 
cJs'j she would nodoubttoave been prop- 
erly indignant. So inconsistent are the 
sympathies of women who aro educated 
in one-Sold—so indifferent do they be- 
con:cy'io rt-^t which is habitual.

He has drafted most 
of the literature which has been printed 
with the authority of the advisory board, j 
It is estimated that the advisory board, j 
dnring the past year, bos sent out ten 
tons of printer! matter, costing in the 
aggregate, perhaps, with tbe postage on 
letters, 85,000. To.one of tlie express 
compnjiies alone perhaps §250 has been 
paid to carry printed matter to other 
cities.

The largest amount of money con- 


tributed by any one set of unions was 
received from tho various molders' un- 
ions in the country. These unions con- 
tributed §dG2.S2 ; then comes the brew- 
ers, 5247.00; followed by the typograph- 
ical unions, $197.50; the metal polish-j 
ers, $177, and tho bricklayers, S100.

The strikers have drawn in the neigh- j 


borhood of $36,500 in weekly strike1 
benefits. The international union allows | 
155 pei' week for the first 16 weeks to j 
each striker. 'After 16 weeks tho inter- 
national union allows $3 per week until 
the matter is settled. The strikers have 
been paid §5 per week ever since the 
strike was declared. For one week the 
strikers were paid SI extra. The advis- 
ory board, during the first part of last

When their Pullman 
palaco car was DOC at hand, or their 
train was djlaytd,or they were subjected 
to the armoynncc of a crowd, their de- 
nunciations of snch a state of affairs 
could be very sharp and forcible. Bat of 
principles—of men and women facing 
starvation for some litae measure of 
freedom—of the influence of the move- 
ment on future progress, they gave not 
one thought The absurdity of working- 
men, daring to be idle when they were 
needed is tho only feature that makes 
a deep impression on their ruin da 


The cruelty in undeveloped human 


beings is a savage, downright trait that 
one can meet on open ground and fight. 
Women., who by successive generations 
of bad environments have been kept 
from evoluting out of their half brutal- 
ized condition may possess this pro-" 
pensity of cruelty, but I would rather 
meet it any day than the haughty, in- 
different, icy, refined cruelty that many 
good women deal out to their unfortu- 
nate brothers and sisters, 


i From the middle classes must come 
the true, liberal, comprehensive spirit 
that is to elevate the human race; from 
them must come that wise, strong sym- 
pathy which sustains and encourages 
•without humiliating. Here we find tho 
•women who, not so far from poverty as 
to lack a quick and responsive concep- 
tion of its needs, are yet not driven by

An Educated People Marching Under a 


Banner Dedicating Them to £th.Lca and 
Freedom Can Conqoer BeloflbneftH and

In the case of large and complex so- 


cial groups civilization has always been 
a great battle between labor and monop- 
oly. 
Only with small communities and 


undnr very simple . conditions has that 
battle been minimized so as not to pro- 
duce 
any 
considerable 
disturbance 


amon-[ inen in time of peace anyhow. 
It look; as if what we call progress had 
always coincided with increased social 
iniquities. Aud here WK are, in the 
most progressive nation on earth, for- 
evtr blessed with conditions giving ns 
longer peaceful periods than were pOEsi- 
bln for other nations to have, England 
e:\c-eptccl. 
Yet, we are enveloped in 


stcnns of the most furious character in 
spite of wealth accumulations such as 
never before could take place. 
And 


never before has the battle between la- 
bor and monopoly been so intense and 
extensive. And never before h;is the 
wealth distribution been quite as unjust 
as it is rjj;ou(,; us. And the process-is 
going on.' And no man can sec the'end 
of it. 


Perhaps we are yet afflicted with 


worse symptoms than the most dishonest 
wealth distribution ever exhibited on 
earth, under favorable conditions for 
just the reverse, because of less iucema- 
tional complications cud greater natural 
resources-riiaii any other group of men, 
largo or small anywhere. I refer to the 
total absence 01 social consensus about 
what we should do to prevent n great 
national cataclysm. Aud yet the cata- 
clysm can bo avoided, and it should, al- 
though it often looks as if we were not 
going to be smart enough for that. All 
because of the difficulties we seem to 
have in arriving at a certain consensus 
of what we need. 


We do need a well patronized labor 


press if we need anything. Who is go- 
ing to patronize that press? Not the 
2,000,000 family groups, in which we 
may iuelndg the wealthy and only some- 
what pinched classes of society. .Every 
family is somewhat pinched today as 
soon as the income falls below $3,000. 
Some leel pinched on Jess tlian $10,000 
per aunum. Ncr is the labor press going 
to be patronized by that other group of 
about 2,000,000 families at the bottom 
of the social pit. The latter group of 
men already too far down to be awak- 
ened from the animalism into which 
they have becn sunk by our glorious 
civilization, glorious and shameful tool 
The former group are not good for any- 
thing. About 500,000 of them form the 
upper and lower plutocracy, and the re- 
maining 1,500,000 constitute tlie choice 
prnrorian guard of that plutocracy, with 
exceptions few and rare. Below them 
we have millions of plain people form- 
ing the common pretorian guard of onr 
wholesale monopolists. That is the'sud- 
dest fact of all! Still, that may not be 
EO for ever. Let us hope so anyhow. It 
is better to hope than to despair. 


Between the two extremes we have 


mentioned we should have today 10,- 
000,000 family groups who could and 
should use S3 per annum each as an 
average in patronizing a couple of labor- 
weeklies. Wo could then have about 200 
labor papers with an average circulation 
of 100,000, instead of possibly 1,000, 
most of them kept barely alive with a 
circulation of about 2,000. 


Think for a moment of what we could 


accomplish if we had something like 200 
papers reaching 10,000,000 of voters, 
and EO with funds enough to make the 
papers highly instructive and attractive, 
with editors who w.ould have somo rest 
in their labors, and thus with contribu- 
tors who, even without any pay! would 
be willing to give the masses their best 
thoughts, with the conviction that thry 
were doing good work, work that vas 
going to tell I Now it takes a great deal 
of faith and hope and backbone to do 
much preaching of the right kind. One 
never knows if his audience will amount 
to anything or if his efforts will bring 
any results! 


With such a labor press as has been 


indicated and as we should have, it 
'would only take a few years for us to 
build up 10,000,000 citizens with proper 
conceptions a bout the fundamental prin- 
cinles on which government is to rest 
for universal happiness and manhood. 
Each one of those 10,000,000 citizens 
would (.hen be worth more than ten pol- 
iticians. And they ail would tremble in 
their boots. And they all would fall on 
their knees before the majority of the 
people. And «ven our plutocracy, the 
wholesale and small fry plutocrats, even 
they would abandon their guns and 
tents, .".nd beg us .only to go a litHc 
slow iu our reform, movement; so that 
to drop by degrees from their pinacles 
of earthly glory into the joys and splen- 
dors of "social righteousness I" It is so 
dreadful uot to have at least $50,000 in- 
come, or living without the hope of 
having it before we diel 


The power of wealth, is. great; but 


disastrous to the mechanics aud crafts- 
men who toiled in the mills and fac- 
tories. They cannot become builders, 
and if they are hired as laborers they 
wiil still be sufferers dependent upon 
an humble aud precarious employment. 
—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

•PUSHING PENSION CLAIMS. 


Blmj Thousands Dinposed of Daring «h» 


FaHt Year. 


Washington, July 
16.—The, present 


status of all pensloq claims Is brought 
out in the report of the annual Inspec- 
tion ot the flies ot the pension bureau. 
This Ions and tedious examination by a 
large corps of clerks has Just:been com- 
pleted, and the result shows' the efEecl 
of the policy of Secretary Hoke Smith 
and Commissioner Murphy, In urging 
the expedition of all claims ready foi 
Pna.1 action. Since July 1, 1895, the tola: 
number of pension claims of all klrifl.- 
pendlng before the oflice has decreased 
56.5-SC. This leaves the aggregate numbei 
now awaiting action 495,664. 


Thi: actual number of claimants Is, 


however, only 410.92::. The difference in 
the llsures Is due to duplications of 
caset, in which a single claimant applies 
for a pension under several legal pro- 
visions, as for Instance, both under the 
general law and the famous "June 27, 
1S90" act. While, in many of the cases' 
the claimant Is already receiving somn 
form of a pension, and Is applying for 
an increase, there are 17G.5S5 claimants 
to whom no pension whatever has been 
issued. 
The number of the pension 


rolls Is steadily decreasing, and tho 
forthcoming report of the commis- 
sioner of pensions will show the lota] 
number of pensioners everywhere to he 
a little over 970,000, a slight decline. Offi- 
cial estimates placa the number of deaths 
of pensioners during the fiscal year Just 
closed at about 30,000.

I am going to put this proposition to 


7ou. This Is an. Intricate qo.esti.on. 
It 


would take many hours to explain all the 
details of It to those who have not bad the 
opportunity tu study it, but in juat a low 
words let me state to you—for I know you 
can atand a financial argument, for you 
have done It before, (laughter)—let me 
«<tate to you whac the question is that 
stands between, us and the rest of the par- 
ties, I might say, who acknowledge the 
jood of bimetallism but are afraid to 
JQVO it. 


Up to 1S73 this government had freely 


coined gold and silver, and the ratio es- 
tablished between those-metals in the 
coinage was one of gold to sixteen ot sil- 
ver. In other words, one ounce of gold, 
contained, and the mines would produce 
the Ma me number of dollars, as sixteen 
ouacey of silver. That ratio was onr.e es- 
tablished by law, and thtit ratio is what is 
meant by the ratio of 16 to 1. 


Now, that had continued through all of 


OUT history without interruption and with- 
out serious disturbance or question until 
the year 1873. 
In. that year a new mone- 


tary law was passed covering the money 
question. At that time you will remem- 
ber we were upon 'a greenback basis; 
we had in circulation neither gold nor 
silver. 


Silver for a long time had been entirely 


out of circulation during she whole ot the 
war, you will remember, so nobody paid 


culaT regard to tho silver dollar, 


and when this law was passed, there was 
a provision in it which struck out the sil- 
ver dollar from its equality with the gold 
dollar at that ratio- 


In other worcla. providing that that sil- 


ver dollar should no longer be a legal 
tender for the payment of debts, as \t had 
been theretofore. 
It went through with- 


out discussion; nobody noticed it, and it 
became a law, and sometime afterward it 
was discovered, aud then a great agitation 
began. 


But frnm that time to this the silver dol- 


lar l;aa been refused free coinage the same 
us gold, and the question now is, not any 
revolutionary 
question, fellow-citizens, 


not anything new in the history -ot the 
country, not anything new in the faith oi 
a gond democrat, out the restoration 
ly ot constitutional conditions that existed 
in 1S72, and fur a" century before, under 
which Mr. JefT^tson aud Mr. Jackson had, 
as presidents, represented our 
party.

a quietus on the whole proteeding by re- 
fusing to sauction convention* composed 
of women. He stated to the officers who 
interrogated him about the matter that he 
belioved a woman's place was at homo, 
and that he would refuge to. sanction any 
national association of woman. 


They went ahead, however, and made 
attempt to form such, a convention, but 


the male members of the order interfered 
and broke up_the sesaion. 


This forenoon another attempt was made 


to organize the women .by Mrs. Mary E. 
Laughlln of Buffalo, president of the Ifaw 
~ik state auxiliary, whioh has upwards 
of 3000 members. 


TIiiB meeting was a failure also, owing 


to the bishop's firm stand. Alter the at- 
tempt had failed, lira. Laughlin said: 


"A good many men who belong to tho 


A.O.H., are afraid we ara drifting towaril 
the new womanhood and are doing every- 
thing possible to prevent us perfecting n 
DatiunaL organization. 
If we are good 


enough to attend these conventions as vis- 
itors, we aro tally able to run an organiza- 
tion, and we will have one, too, beforo 
this convention adjourns." 


The women who are present are almost 


all members of the auxiliary, and are es- 
pecially a unit in. favor ot the women's 
branch.

•PTJSHING PENSION CLAIMS. 


Alan? Thousands J}i*pnsed of Daring the 


Past Year. 


Washington, July 16.—The present 


status of all pension claims is brought 
out in the report of Uie annual inspec- 
tion o[ the flies of the pension bureau. 
This long, and tedious examination by a 
lar^re corps of cferks has just been com- 
pleted, and the result shows the effect 
of the policy of Secretary Hoke Smith 
ana Commissioner Murphy, in urging 
the expedition of all 'claims ready for 
Fi:al action. Since July 1, 1SD5, the tota; 
number of pension claims of all kinde 
pending before the office has decreased 
56.54G. This leaves the aggregate number 
now awaiting action 495,6G1. 
.The actual number of claimants Is 
however, only 410,922. The difference In 
the figures is due to duplications of 
cases, in which a single claimant applies 
for a pension under several, legal pro- 
visions, as for instance, both under the 
general law and the .famous "June 27, 
1S90" act. 
While, In many 'of the cases 


the claimant is already receiving some 
form of a pension, and is applying fot 
an increase, there are 176,5S5 claimants 
to whom no pension whatever has been 
issued.

forthcoming: report of 
the commis- 


sioner of pensions will show the total 
number of pensioners everywhere to be 
a Httl: over 970.000. a slight decline. Offi- 
cial estimates place the nuciberof deaths 
of pensioners during the fiscal year just 
closed at about 30,000.
